Another Ultimatum Sent to 
Chile. 


She Must Emphasize Her Apology by 
Saluting the Flag. 


The United States Insists Upon Com- 
pliance With This Demand. 


President Harrison Before Making This 
Last Requirement Accepts the Apol- 
ogy Already Tendered by the 
Little Republic, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Jan. 80.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald’s Washing- 
special says that President Harrison 
will send another ultimatum to the lit- 
tle South American republic. In sub- 
stance the following cable was sent 
from here at anearly hour this morn- 
ing: 

“Egan, Santiago, Chile: President 
Harrison accepts Chile’s apology in the 
broad and generous spirit in which it 
was offered. BLAINE.”’ 

A cablegram to this effect will follow: 

“Egan, Santiago, Chile: While Chile’s 
apology is, in its terms, all this country 
could ask, yet there is one thing more 
to be done before the dignity of the 
United States will be fully satisfied. 
Chile must salute the Stars and Stripes. 

Such was the decision at the meeting 
of the Cabinet late this afternoon. 

The first cablegram, that is, the one

ment will insist upon it.

The Story that Harrison's Message Was 

Sent After the Apology. 
WasHIneTton, Jan. 29.—By the Asso- 
ciated Pregs.] The attention of Dewitt 
Warner, member of Congress from New 
York, was today called to certain arti- 
clesin the London Times and Daily 
Telegraph criticising President Har- 


‘rison for communicating the Chilean 


message to Congress after having been 
informed by Minister Mantt that Chile 
was to tender an apology. The Times 
and Telegraph base their articles on 
a purported interview with Warner ca- 
bled to London by the Dalziel agency, 
which stated that he had itfrom rep- 
utable authority that Montt, the Chil- 
ean minister, informed Secretary Blaine } 
and President Harrison on Saturday 
last that an apology would be tendered 
by Chile. The Dalziel@ispatch further 
stated that Minister Montt saw Presi- 
dent Harrison personally in the matter, 
as he feared information regarding 
Chile’s message which he had previ- 
ously given to Blaine would uot reach 
the President. 

‘‘That is not true,’’ said Warner, de- 
cisively, after reading the cable dis- 
patch alluding tothe purported inter- 
view. ‘I have given out no such inter- 
view as that, and,so far as I have 
stated or heard, the facts are not as 
suggested, though, of course, I do not 
know what may have occurred. This is 
the first intimation I have had that any- 
thing was definitely known on Satur- 
day last as to Chile’s intention to apolo- 


gize. 
The President Sustained. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 29.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention today adopted a 
resolution commending President Har- 
rison’s ability in handling the Chilean 
dispute.

GUILTY OF FRAUD. 


The Mexican Judge’s Finding in the 


The Court Says that the Accusations 
Against the San Franciscan Were 
Proved—Further Le gal Steps 

to be Taken, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Jan. 29.—[Eby the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald’s City of 
Mexico special says: ‘The decree of 
the judge in the case of Daniel M. 
Burns, a Republican leader in Califor- 
nia, in which was involved the owner- 
ship of the rich Canilelaria mines, 
valued at $10,000,000, was issued yes- 
terday. The judge finds that the docu- 
ments presented by Biriningham, the 
other claimant for the mine, who had 
Burns imprisoned, are suffic:ient to prove 
the accusation of fraud charged against 
Burns inasmuch as the official reports 
show that the mine was being worked 
when Burns claimed it was abandoned. 

‘‘As the constitutional power for hold- 
ing prisoner in this district had expired 
the judge ordered that, in compliance 
with the demand of the prosecuting at- 
torney, Burns be placed immediately at 
the disposition of the governor of the 
federal district. The documents in the 
case were transmitted to 'the governor,

AUSTRIAN JUSTICE. 


A Man and His Wife Sentenced to Die 
for Awful Crimes. 


Several Sensational Episodes During the 
Trial—The Guilty Pair Hissed by 
the Spectators in the 
Courtroom, 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

Vienna, Jan. 29.—The sensational 
Schneider murder trial ended today. 
The jury found Schneider and his wife 
guilty and both prisoners were sen- 
tenced to death. 

When the public'prosecutor completed | 
his arraignment of the couple the 
counsel for the defense made an at- 
tempt to palliate the horrible crimes 
charged against his clients, who in- 
veigled eight young women into their 
den and murdered them. Schneider at 
the conclusion of the speech broke 
down completely. He buried,his face in 
his hands, sobbed aloud, and in a voice 
broken with emotion exclaimed: ‘‘My 
She planned it all.’’ 

These words sobbed out by the pris- 
oner, who is a large and very powerful 
man, struck those present as very com- 
ical and there was a burst of laughter 
throughout the crowd. During the 
speech of counsel he tried to excuse the 
woman for any complicity in the fiend- 
ish acts of her husband. His words 
also greatly affected the woman and 
she burst into a flood oftears. This 
weeping gained her as little sympathy 
from the spectators as did the sobbing 
of her husband. Even the women pres- 
ent showed their detestation of her by 
loud and continued hissing. 

When the result of the jury’s delibera- 
tions was announced Mrs. Schneider rose 
to her feet and, stretching'her arms out 
imploringly towards her husband, cried 
in a piteous voice: ‘‘Now let my hus- 
band tell the truth.’’ 

When the words condemning them to 
death were pronounced the two prison- 
ers appeared to be thoroughly stunned, 
and when the soldiers touched them and 
ordered them to go back to their cells, 
both arose in a dazed manner and com- 
plied, 

Frau Schneider will be the first woman 
executed in this country since 1808, 
owing to imperial repugnance tocapital 
punishment in the case of female of- 
fenders.

BERLIN, Jan. 29.— [By Cable and As-- 


sociated Press.] The sectarian educa- 


tion bill is under discussion in the lower 
house of the Prussian Diet. Though the 
bill is a government measure it does not 
meet with unqualified support from all 
the members of the ministry. The bill 
is a pet scheme of the Emperor, but is 
certain to meet with determined oppo- 
sition. Chancellor von Caprivi today 
made a powerful speech in favor of it 
and took occasion to denounce the atti- 
tude of the National Liberals on the 
question. 

The Chancellor said that the National 
Liberals commenced the conflict by pro- 
tests in which they contended that the 
| bill would bring the schools‘ under the 
influence of Jesuits. The Chancellor 
declared in answer to this contention 
that the government would steadfastly 
oppose readmission of the Jesuits into 
Germany. The present campaign of 
the government, Ne said, was directed 
against atheism. The Chancellor con- 
cluded his speech by warning opponents 
of the bill not to start agitation in the 
country, as such a course would be 
doubly dangerous in the preseug difficult 
times.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


The Mystery of a Collector’s 
Pocketbouk. 


Who Found Agent Seyler’s Bank 
“ Checks and Cash? 


Right-of-way Matters on the Santa 
Monica Road. 


More New Cars for the Electric Road— 
A New Kind of Refrigerator Car

A collector for the Southern Pacific — 


local freight office here accidentally 
lost from his pocket a leather book con- 
taining a number of checks for amounts 
agregating about $1000 and $25 in 
which had been paid for 
freight bills. This occurred on January 
9, and the collector thinks that he 
dropped the valuable parcel in the vi- 
cinity of the intersection of First and 
Spring streets. Onthe 19th inst., ten 
days afterward, the pocketbook was 
found near Los Angeles street, and the 
finder advertisedit. An examination of 
the book at the time it was found showed 
it to contain the checks bit’ no cash, 
In addition there was alsoa receipt 
from the Wells, Fargo & Co. Express for 
a valvable package “valued at $10 
issued to W. T. Blair. re- 
ceipt had been placed in the book 
some*ime during the ten days’ interval 
between the day it was lost and the day 
it was found. Mr. Bldir was found 
and questioned about the matter, but he 
professed to be ignorant about how the 
express receipt could have gotten into 
the pocketbook, saying that he must 
have lost the paper on the street. 
Agent Seyler, of the Southern Pacific, 
considers it strange that the same man 
should have found both the pocketbook 
and the express receipt and retained 
the former so many days before seeking 
for its owner, especially as the checks, 
being all drawn in favor of Mr, Seyler, 
plainly showed the ownership of the 
property. It isa singular case, and the 
only thing left for the Southern Pacific 
agent to do is to be reconciled to the 
loss of the money. 
THAT SANTA MONICA DEAL AGAIN. 

When this paper printed» several 
months ago the first annoancement of 
the negotiations between the Santa Fé 
and the Santa Monica Wharf and Ter- 
minal Company for the purchase of the 
latter by the former, it was stated that 
the consideration was $50,000, of 
which a very small amount, merely 
enough to pay some expenses incident 
to the transfer, was to be paid in cash, 
the remainder to be paid at the option 
of the purchaser, which might mean any 
time within 100 years or so. In short, 
the consideration under these terms, 
was then shown to be merely nominal. — 
It was found, before the papers were 
signed, that a portion of the pro 
included in the supposed rights and 
franchises of the Santa Monica com- 


pany could not be conveyed, and the “ 


transfer as recorded contains condi 
tions and reservations which leave a 
chance for a hitch yet to occur before 
the road can be built. A portion of the 
right-of-way, especially a piece two 
miles in length through the land of 
Louis Mesmer, nearest’ the point 
on the Santa F%é’s Ballona branch 
where the connection is to be 
made, is not yet secured, and 
from the tone of the owner’s'’ ex- 
pressed opinions will not be obtained 
witbout consideration. Which party to 


‘the deal will have to secure the dis- 


puted right-of-way is not known, but it 
is hoped it will all be cleared in time to 
permit the early construction of the 
road,

THE COURTS. 


Trial of the Temple Block Case 
Commenced. 


Ten Feet of the Building Involved in 
the Controversy. 


A Little Plain Talk from Judge Smith 
3 in Department One, 


And Incidentally Touches up the District 
Attorney’s OMce — Those Tahiti 
Orange Trees—Sheward vs. the 
Citizens’ Water Company: 


The case of the City of Los Angeles 
vs. Kasper Cohn et al., an action to ob- 
tain . possession of a strip of land ten 
feet wide, néw occupied by part of the 
Temple Block, came up for trial before 
Judge Van Dyke in Department Four 
yesterday morning and occupied his at- 
tention allday. The plaintiff was rep- 
resented by City Attorney McFarland 
and his deputy, W. B. Dunn, Haq., while 
Messrs. S. M. White and'S. 0. Houghton 
appeared for the defendant. °: 

The only point involved is “embraced 
in the following interesting chapter of 
local history, gathered from the plead- 
ings in the case: 


The territory now embraced within 
the limits of Los Angeles was, under the 
dominion of the republic of Mexico, 
and, until sovereignty over the terri- 
tory included’ withia the limits of Cali- 
fornia was acquired. by and passed to 
the United States, aqunicipal organi- 
zation known by the flame and title of 
El] Pueblo de Nuestra Senora Reina de 
Los Angeles. The premises in the com- 
plaint are situated within the limits of 
said pueblo, and, before. the year 1838, 
the municipal authorities of the pueblo 
allotted to one Wolfskill a lot of land 
fora house, which included the prem- 
ises described in the complaint. olfs- 
kill, about 1888, sold his interest in 
the lot to one Ricardo Lauchlin. The 
latter constructed a residence on the 
lot and resided there with his family. 
Before the year 1848 Juan Bonet ac- 
quired Lauchlin’s interest and occupied 
the premises until June 6, 1848, when 
he sold out to Juan Temple. Temple 
entered into possession and erected an 
adobe building thereon, whieh remained 
standing till 1871. OnJuly 4, 1848, 
the United States succeeded to thé do- 
minion over the country now known as 
the State of California. In 1850 Los 
Angeles was incorporated. . About July 
4,1867, F.P. F. Temple acquired by pur- 
chase said lot, and, in 1871, tore down 
the building erected on the lot and put 
up the present three-story brick struc- 
ture. The present owners made the 
purchase some years ago. 

~The original old adobe ‘building had, 
in accordance with the custom of the 
country, a large porch in front of it. 
underneath which pedestrians -passed 
toandfro. This, itis claimed by the 
plaintiff, was merely an addition to the 
building, but the, defense claims that 
the porch was a continuation, and there- 
fore a part of the main roof of the 
building. 

The plaintif? opened its case by filing 
as exhibits a tracing of a map of the 
city made in 1849, a street-grade map 
made about 1871, ‘and tracings of other 
drawings showing the propesty in dis- 
pute. Inorder to thoroughly under- 
stand the case at the start, it was neces- 
sary to inspect the maps very closely, 
The maps showing the grade of the 
streets was a big affair and was rolled 
out upon the floor and the judge and at- 
torneys who gathered around this ex- 
hibit got down on their knees and 
scanned it closely. 

George Hanson, an old-time surveyor, 
Was the first witness calied by the 


Mayor Stephen C. Foster, W. Moore, 
W. Dunn and WHarrison Newmark. 
The defense called C. Ducommun, Henry 
Lick, Charles H. Forbes, E. Bouton and 
J. G. Nichols, and at the close of the 
latter's testimony court adjourned until 
10 o'clock this merning, when the mat- 
ter will be resumed. © 
JUDGE SMITH PECLARES EIMSELF. 

When,the case against W. F. Steack, 
charged with having assaulted Consta- 
bie Kerns of San Fernando in Septem- 
ber last with intent to commit murder, 
was called for trial for the second time 
by Judge Smith in Department One yes- 
terday morning. Attorney W. H. Shinn 
announced that the defendant was not 
ready for trial, as he had made no prep- 
aration to go to trial today. 

Judge Smith asked Assistant District 
Attorney McComas if the prosecution 
was ready. That officer replied that he 
did not know, but said that he would 
call the witnesses. He did so, but uot 
one responded to their names. Mr. 
Shinn stated that he thought the cause 
ought to be dismissed, and that perhaps 
the District Attorney’s office was of the 
same opinion. He had understood the 
case would not come on for trial today, 
and therefore was not prepared with 
any of his own witnesses. Judge Smith 
expressed surprise and said that if 
there had been an understanding the 
case would not be tried he should have 
been so informed before he had ordered 
back the jury, and thus saved the 
county a great expense, Mr. McComas 
said he was not aware the jury was 
called especially for this case.

BADLY CRUSHED, 


An Electric Conductor Canght Between

One of those accidents that are so

Rain-making Experiments. 

The gentlemen who propose to make 
up a purse to secure for this section the 
services of the rain-makers who have 
recently been operating in Tulare 
county will excuse us for expressing 
the opinion that they are attempting a 
work of supererrogation. |The pun 
goes with the opinion.] Had they sent 
for the rain-makers a month ago, when 
the matter of rain was somewhat in 
doubt, it would have been well enough, 
but now Jupiter Pluvius has come to 
the rescue, and we see no occasion 
whatever for artificial efforts. We are 
now in the»midst of what may prove 
quite a protracted rain, or series of 
rains, It is falling in such gentle show- 
ers that the land is drinking it all in, 
andevery drop goes where it will do 
the most good. Wemay say now that 
a good agricultural season is assured 
beyond the peradventure of a doubt. 
If the rain-makers should come here’ 
and begin operations after the 
close of the present storm, and if by 
their efforts they should actually suc- 
ceed in producing another precipita- 
tion, they would get no credit for it. In 
fact, it could not be considered a demon- 
stration in any sense of the word. The 
probabilities would be that it would 
have rained anyhow. | 

Now, we have a suggestion to offer. 
It is that these public-spirited gentle- 
men change their plans and bring the 
rain-makers here next July. That will 
be in the midst of our dry season, when 
a rainfall would be most phenomenal. 
If then they succeed in producing rain 
within a reasonable period after they 
begin their machinations everybody 
would be forced to concede that there 
is probably something in it. The se- 
verest test that can be applied is the 


only satisfactory test to the true scien-| packward 


tist. 

We are very much in favor of having 
the rain-making experiments tried in 
Southern, California and have urged it 
repeatedly in these columns. But we 
don’t want any half-way measures about 
it. Let us have the best trial that may 
be devised (and Southern California of- 
fers a choice field for itin the dry sea- 
son) and then we may feel that we are 
attaining some real light on the prob-

that the idea of bombarding the skies 
with explosive balloons was originated 
by F. J. Moll, Sr., of this city, and his 
plan was described in Tae Times Jan- 
uary 15,1887.

Prosecutions Made Easy. 

If it were the correct thing for any 
prosecuting attorney, any detective, 
police officer or constable to settle in 
his own mind to what extent a criminal 
is guilty, and how mitch he ought to be 
punished, we should havea fine grada- 
tion of punishments, tapering off to 
the little-end of nothing. 

For example, suppose a man is ar- 
rested for attempting to murder an- 
other; suppose he has stabbed the other 
fellow, but hasn’t killed him. The cul- 
prit is arraigned before a justice and 
held for trial on a charge of assault to 
murder. But Detective B., we will say, 
who is soft-hearted and easily inflenced, 
says: “I think that ‘assault with 
a deddly weapon’ is a_ strong 
enough charge to make in this 
case,’’ and so he goes to another 
justice and swears to a complaint of 
that character. Along comes Officer 
Q., who is even more merciful than De- 
tective B., and swearstoa charge of 
simple assault. A prosecuting officer 
thinks he. can do better yet, and he 
swears to a complaint of disturbing the 
peace. 

We will say that the last-named com- 
plainantTs the most active of the lot, and 
he gets the prisoner out of jail and be- 
fore a justice on a charge of disturbing 
the peace, to which the prisoner pleads 
guilty. Then he pays his fine, is dis- 
charged and instantly leaves for parts 
unknown.

An Alliance Congressman Camp- 
ing on Their ‘Trail. 


Democrats Adopt Springer’s Scheme 
for Gradual Tariff Revision. — 


The Free Coinage Men Will Try to 
Crack the Caucus Whip, 


A Split Among Alliance Members of the 
House—Sockless Simpson Will Not 
Act With thé Democrats— 
Other Washington Notes.

Wasuinefor, Jan. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Farmers’ Alliance 
sounded the war cry against the Pink- 
ertons today. They decided that the 
detective agency should be thoroughly 
investigated by the House, and legisla- 
tion shall be enacted to suppress abuses 
alleged to be practiced by this organiza- 
tion. 

Some few days Representative Wat- 
son, Farmers’ Alliance member from 
Georgia, presented ‘a resolution in- 
structing the Committee on Judiciary 
to investigate as quickly and fully as 
possible the Pinkerton agency, and re- 
port to the House its methods, the 
number of armed’ men it can utilize, 
the manner in which these armed 
men so employed are under the control 
or influence of capitalists and therefore 
acting as militia for those capitalists. 
The resolution further directed the com- 
mittee to report whether the Pinkerton 
agency is not practically responsible 
for acts of personal violence which 
mav be committed by its hirelings, and 
whether State courts are not virtually 
wichout power to identify, arrést, con- 
vict and punish such non-resident crim- 
inals, and also whether tle charter and 
operations of that @ cy are not a 
violation of the laws. of the United 
States. This resolution was referred 
to the Committée on Judiciary. 

Mr. Watson today appeared before 

the committee and ‘made an argument 
in favor of the resoltition. He insisted 
that it is the duty of Congress to inves- 
tigate thoroughly the abuses which have 
grown up under the practices of Pinker- 
tonism, and take prompt steps to sup- 
press the quasi-militia- organization, 
which had been fostered by capitalists 
alone, and whith, ,as a paid agent of 
monopoly, was a,constant menace to 
the liberty of the common people. 
* Mr. Oates of Alabama, while disclaim- 
ing any desire to defend the acts of the 
Pinkertons, expressed some doubts 
as ,to the'ability of Congress to legis- 
late upon this subject, which he con- 
sidered a matter only to be regulated or 
suppressed by the various State Legis- 
latures. Members of the committee 
generally seemed to ‘share the opinion 
~of The-resolution of Mr, 
Watson will be reported unfavorably. 

‘It is our intention,’ said Mr. Wat- 
son to an Associated Press reporter 
this evening, ‘‘to push this thing to the 
bitter end. This resolution is a party 
measure with the Farmers’. Alliance 
representatives.. We, think that for 
corporations to arm and equip a stand- 
ing army to settle difficulties with labor- 
ers by war is reducing government to 
anarchy.”’ 

“The resolution will be reported un- 
favorably,” said Mr, ,Oates tonight, 
the reason that’ Congress has no 
power to take away’-from the States 
legislation of this; €haracter.

Congress to pass the Torrey bankruptcy 
bill. The Committee on Amendments 
tothe Interstate Commerce Act sub- 
mitted a nimber of resolutions, which 
were adopted. They are in brief: That 
corporations as well as their agents and 
employés shall be indictable; that the 
reports and findings of the commission 
have the force and effect of reports of 
masters in chancery in case of subse- 
quent judiciary proceedings; to author- 
ize and empower the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to employ competent 
and permanent counsel to represent 
them in any litigation they find neces- 
sary. 
resolution was. also adopted 
urging on the President the wisdom 
of filling vacancies. on the  Inter- 
state Commerce ., Commission by 
the appointment of men belonging 
to the class of trained transporters or ca- 
pable merchants or manufacturers. The 
board then resumed consideration ofthe

Party Will Follow His Lead for 
‘Gradual Tariff Revision. 
Wasuineton, Jan. 29.—[By the Asso- 


of the Ways and Means Committee by 
formal action this morning adopted 
Springer’s policy and decided to attack 
the McKinley high tariff by various 
separate bills. Upon this policy the 
Democratic members of the committee 
decided to act as a unit. 

This conclusion was reached this 
morning by the Democratic members of 
the committee after a conference last- 
ing several hours. When the vote was 
taken it resulted 7 to 3 in favor of 
Separate bills. The three dissenting 
members of the committee gave their 
adhesion to the policy of the majority 
of their associates in the committee 
and will act with them, thus making 
the Democratic part of the Ways and 
Means Committee a unit on the policy 
which it was decided to adopt. Noth- 
ing was said about what particular 
feature of the present law will be 
first attacked and this will be 
left to future determination. After a 
lengthy discussion Mr. Bryanof Ne- 
braka offered a resolution declaring it 
the sense of the Democratic members of 
the committee that its policy with re- 
gardjto tariff legislation in the Fifty- 
second Congress should be one of revis- 
ion by separate measures instead of 
general revision of the whole system. 
This motion was carried by a vote of 7 
to 38. Those voting in favor of it were: 
Montgomery, Whiting, Shivily, Cock- 
ran, Stevens, Bryanand Springer. The 
negative votes were cast by McMillin, 
Turner and Wilson. 

Members of the committee of the 
former Congress expressed opinions in 
favor of a general tariff revision bill, 
but Mr. Springer and his associates 
argued that the proper procedure was 
toattack in detail. Messrs. McMillin, 
Turner and Wilson, who voted in the 
negative, said afterwards that they 
would act in harmony with their Demo- 
cratic brethren, and Mr. Springer, in 
an interview this afternoon, said the’ 
Democratic members will vote as a unit 
in committee and that everything: is 
perfectly satisfactory. Mr. McMillin, 
in an interview, said the Democratic 
positicn on the tariff is stronger now 
than ever before, and he thought a gen- 
eral bill was preferable to individual or 
separate bills. He would, however, 
earnestly support the party policy.

MR. BORDWELL’S STATEMENT. 
Walter Bordwell, Esq., the attorney 
of record for joung Johnson in the final 
proceedings, seen by a TIMEs repor- 
ter at his officein the Bumiller Block yes- 
terday aftern@n. Mr. Bordwell stated 
that he hau m objection to making a 
statement, although he thought the case 
had already been sufficiently ventilated. 
Mr. Bordwel itted ,that he himself 
had losta’se of harness about the mid- 
dle of last Iecember, which he reported 
tothe polije, and was notified that 
night thatithad been recovered. Two 
or three days later Detective Auble 
notified him. jhat the thief had been 
captured. Tlere had been numerous 
cases of hamess stealing about this 
time, and Auble stated that they 
thought they had the man who had been 
doing it alland they proposed to make 
out a charge of burglary against him if 
they could and send him to the peni- 
tentiary if possible. Mr. Bordwell said 
he heard nothing more about the mat- 
ter until January 10, when Mrs. Vos- 
burg andher daughter, who reside on 
Palm street, but are strangers to him, 
called at his house. They stated that 
they came in the interest of young 
Johnson and asked him to withdraw the 
charge against Johnson. He told them 
he had made no charge against Johnson, 
but at their solicitation promised, if 
their representations were true, to in- 
terest himself in his behalf. He did so, 
visited Johnson in jail, and, a few days 
later when Johnson’s father arrived, 
the old gentleman called on him, told 
him his story of how his son had con- 
tracted the habit of* drink at college, 
and how he was an exemplary young 
man.except when he had these spells of 
drinking. Mr. Johnson asked him to 
interest himself in his son’s behalf and 
he did so. 
Mr. Bordwell then wentinto details 
of how evidence had been secured, 
which had been laid before the District 


Attorney’s office and also Detective | 


Auble, and they, together with Mr. 
Gillen and others, were convinced that 
the ends of justice would be subserved 
by allowing him to plead guilty to a 
lesser offense, as it was considered that 
the crime did not justify a term in 
State’s prison. Mr. Bordwell further 
stated that Auble swore to the petty 
larceny complaints with the consent of 
and by the direction of Deputy District 
Attorney Phibbs. 

After giving in detail the facts lead- 
ing up to the swearing out of the com- 
plaints Mr. Bordwell stated that im- 
mediately after Mr. Johnson’s arrival 
in the city Mr. Brooks withdrew from 
the case and he had full charge of it 
afterward. He knew that no detectives 
were employed after that time, and was 
positive that not one dollar had been 
used in ‘‘squaring’’ the case. The 
whole matter had cost Mr. Johnson in- 
side of $600. Of this amount Mr. 
Brooks had been paid $100, $250 had 
been paid in fines and the remainder 
went for traveling and other expenses. 
Mr, Bordwel! said Mr. Johnson had paid 
him a small fee for his services, the 
amount he did ndt state, but it was, he 
said, very moderate. Mr. Bordwell was 
positive that every one had acted in 
the matter from the best motives, and 
was certain that nothing had been done 
except for the best interests of justice, 
as Mr, Johnson was an old man and de- 
serving of sympathy in his trouble. 
He did not know of a single improper 
transaction in the entire business. 

- DIFFERENCE OF OPINION, 

There are several differences of 
opinion as tothe position of Rev. Mr. 
Gillen in the matter which have not been 
reconciled. Detective Insley states 
that Mry Gillen was not in favor of 
withdrawing the burglary charge, while 
the District Attorney’s office and Mr.

SHOOTING FOR RAIN. 


The Plan Was First Suggested by a Los 
Angeles Manin “The Times.” 

Last week J. de Barth Shorb called 
the attention of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to the partial success attending 
the efforts of the rain-makers in Tulare 
county and suggested the advisability 
of getting them to make a trial of their 
plan somewhere in this vicinity, as, 
for example on Mount Wilson. The 
secretary was instructed to correspond 
with the rain-manufacturers and has 
since informed them that their. ser- 
vices are not needed at present. The 
bounteous shower with which the coun- 
try has since been favored will proba- 
bly lessen public interest in the ques- 
tion for a time. 

The problem of making rain to order 
has yetto be solved. The men who 
have been operating in Tulare county 
and previously in the Western States 
do their conjuring, professedly, with 
strong chemicals, ina cabinet, the in- 
terior of which is kept carefully guarded 
from observation.

character about them. . The process was 
simple, being the explosion of dynamite 
or other substances from a balloon. 
These experiments were sometimes suc- 
cessful, but not invariably so. In this 
connection it is interesting to note that 
this method of producing rain was sug- 
gested by a Los Angeles citizen through 
Tue Times five years ago—long before 
the subject had been referred toin the 
press of the country. 

At that time—in January, 1887—the 
season promised to be a very dry one. 
They were praying for rain in the Ca- 
thedral. F. J. Moll, Sr., who had no- 
ticed that during the war every heavy 
bombardment was followed by rain, sug- 
gested that it would be wiser to shoot 
for rain than to pray forit. An inter- 
view with Mr. Moll was printed in Tue 
Times on January 15, 1887, in which 
he described his plan,which was to send 
up a balloon carrying-a large dynamite 
bomb with a wire attached leading to 
the earth. The bomb was to be dis-

FEATS OF MIND-READING. 


|J. Melvor Tyndall Gives Some 


Private Tests. 


Very Remarkable Exhibits 


Several 
of the Phenomenon. 


A “Thief” Detected With Stolen Prop- 
erty and the Plunder Recovered, 


A “Subject” Describes How He Partici- 
pated, and Made the Mental Tele- 
pathy Quick and Easy—Mr. 
Tyndall's Methods, 


J. McIvor Tyndall, the English mind- 
reader and clairvovant, gave a private 
test of his peculiar powers before a 
party of gentlemen at Taz Times office 
yesterday morning. There were pres- 
ent beside Mr. Tyndall, and his man- 
ager, P. Beaudry, F. W. Wood, Wm. 
Lundberg, Mr. Cosby, Dr. Bryant, J, 
Newbater, Harry Brooks, L. E. Mosher 
and W. A. Spalding. 

THE FIRST TEST. 

Before the party assembled one of 
Tue Times staff had placed a 10-cent 
piece under a little porcelain mug that 
stood in a window shelf in one corner of 
the room. The committee having re- 


tired to another room, this fact 
was made known to them and 
on returning, the gentleman who 


had hidden the coin was presented to 
Mr. Tyndall as his subject. Tyndall 
had been securely blindfolded while the 
committee was out, and therefore did 
not see his subject when presented to 
him. No explanations were made to 
him. He understood, undoubtedly, that 
something had been concealed, and he 
was to find it; that was all. 

He touched his subject’s hand with a 
light, nervous, trembling contact and 
immediately began groping about the 
room; he led the way out into the other 
room (the one the committee had pre- 
viously retired to) and groped about 
that, then he came out into the main 
room again and did some more groping. 
All this time he seemed to be feeling 
his way in the dark, mentally as well as 
physically. He did not stop to feel 
anything or examine anything closely; 
sometimes when his hand came in con- 
tact with some substance—the wall, a 
desk or a lamp shade—he would shrink 
back as though it had given him a gal- 
vanic shock. He was manifestly in 


a high state of nervous tension, 
and trembled violently. Finally 
he directed his course to the 


window ledge, where the mug was sit- 
ting. He ffelt cautiously around a 
porcelain lamp shade, which was before 
him, and, reaching behind it, placed his 
hand onthe mug. He lifted it in his 
hand, as though half convinced that 
that was the object sought; set it down 
and began fumbling about the window 
ledge; came ck to the mug and 
thrust his fingers down into it, feeling 
in the bottom. Then, as if by a sudden 
inspiration, be lifted the mug, felt in 
the ledge, grasped the 10-cent piece 
andheld it up before the committe. 
That was the object sought. 
THE SECOND TEST 

was somewhat more complex and was 
suggested as an exemplification of how 
mind-reading might be €mployed.to de- 
tect crime, The committee having re- 
tired again one of the number allowed a 


“second member to pick his pocket. 


Several members witnessed the act and 
saw the amateur thief stow away a 
stolen quarter in his fob pocket. 

Retiring to the main room, where 
Tyndall had remained blindfolded, one 
of the number who had seen the act was 
presented to Tyndall as adetective who 
had witnessed the larceny. 

The feat now proposed was to select 
from all the gentlemen in the room the 
thief, to find where he had concealed the 
stolen object and identify the property. 

There was even more groping in the 
dark to accomplish the first task than 
had been necessary with the former ex- 
periment. All of these fruitless efforts 
seemed to be extremely trying to the 
operator. He not only trembled vio- 
lently, but he would frequently make 
impatient, nervous gestures, and some- 
times seize his throat and gasp for 
breath. The first ‘‘detective’’ had to 
be given up as anincorrigible. With 
the second ‘‘detective’’ the operator 
located the thief before long, but hov- 
ered about him, making passes over his 
head and shoulders in an undecided 
way. Finally he said: “He has a 
greenish-blue necktie—this is the 
man.’’ 

He had _ decided correctly. The 
‘thief’? actually wore a very striking 
nectie of greenish-blue—the only one of 
that shade in the room, 

THE STOLEN PROPERTY. 

Then came the task of locating and 
identifying thestolen object. It proved 
very difficult. Two orthree different 
‘“‘detectives’’ were tried and the thief’s 
pockets were thoroughly explored all 
round. The principal part of the inves- 
tigation, however, was directed to the 
fob pocket. However Tyndall might 
turn the thief about and explore the in- 
ner recesses of his clothes he always 
came back to that fob pocket. Once he 
took out of the pocket a silyer quarter 
He held them irreso- 
lutely in his hand a minute or so and 
put them back. At last, after a great 
deal of manipulation, he took out the 
quarter piece and helditup. It was 
the stolen coin. 

The general opinion of the committee 
was thatit was quite a success as an 
experiment, but that it fell far short of 
promising practical results in ferreting 
out crime. 

THE THIRD EXPERIMENT 
consisted in finding an ordinary pin 
which the committee took into the 
other room and concealed. The gentle- 
man who hid the pin offered himself to 
Tyndall as the first subject. This gen- 
tleman was somewhat cynical on the 
subject, as he afterward admitted, and 
he proposed to make the test as ex- 
acting as possible. He kept his 
mind in a passive condition, remem- 
bering the hidden pin as he remembered 
dozens of other things. Tyndall could 
make no headway at all.. He seemed 
impressed with the idea that his subject 
had secreted the pin about his own per- 
son. 
lapel of his subject’s coat and all 
around the margin of the garment; up 
and downthe vest, and snapped his 
fingers and grasped his throat and 
could make nothing out of it. Finally 
he gave this subject up and called for 
another. 

With this latter he made a sudden 
break for the other room, reached to a 
mantel shelf, found a lady’s hat repos- 
ing thereon, felt inside and found the 
pin sticking in the lining—all inside 
the space ofa minute. The gentlemin 
who acted as subject in this last test 
has written for Tus Times a description 
of the proceeding from his standpoint, 
and explains it very minutely.

conceive a single mental picture by thought 


transference alone that is wonderful 
enough. I could afford to give him the ad- 
vantage of just as vivid a mental picture 
as I could possibly paintin my own mind. 

When Mr. Tyndall attempted to find the 
hidden pin by feeling all along the edges 
of his first subject's coat and vest he was 
wrong. The pin was not there or anywhere 
near there. The subject afterward ac- 
knowledged that he kept his mind in a 
merely passive state. He knew where the 
pin was, but he did not particularly exer- 
cise his mind in painting a vivid picture of 
where it was and how to get to it. Hence 
Mr. Tyndall had no success with him, and, 
after groping blindly about his subject's 
person for some moments, he said ‘I must 
have another subject."’ 

Then I gave Mr. Tyndall my hand. I will 
describe my mental processes while assist- 
ing in the experiment as accurately as I 
can, because I do not know of any descrip- 
tion that has ever been given from that 
standpoint, and I think it might prove in- 
teresting: 

As soon as Mr. Tyndall’s hand touched 
mine I said to myself; ‘‘That’s wrong, 
wrong, wrong, wrong; it’s not about him at 
all (meaning the first subject,) not there, 
not there, not there, not there!’ At the 
same time I kept my hand very passive. 

Tyndall fumbled about his first subject's 
coat as he ‘had previously been doing for a 
mere instant and stopped. 

Then I said to myself, thinking as in- 
tently aseverI could: ‘It's through that 
door; through that door, through that 
door; door, door, door, hurry, rush."’ 

Instantly Tyndall shot across the room 
and through the. door indicated, while I 
followed passively but with celerity, still 
touching hands with him. 

As soon as we were in the other room I 
} said to myself: “It’s in that hat, in that 
hat, inthat hat, on the mantel; hat, hat, 
mantel, on the 

Instantly he rushed to the hat, and, 
dropping my hand, he picked up the hat 
with both his hands. 

Following the suggestion in my own 
mind, Isaid: ‘Inside; inside; in the lin- 
“ing, feel around; feel around, feelin the 
lining,” and at the same time I formed as 
vivid a mental picture asI couldof a pin 
sticking in a piece of cloth. 

Let it be remembered that he was stand- 
ing with the hatin both his hands as I 
made this suggestion; he was not touching 
my hand orany partof my person. But 
instantly his hand went under the hat and 
he felt along the lining at the exact place I 
had indicated in my mind. I expected him 
to bring out the pin in triumph, but he did 
not. 

it dropped?”’ he asked me. 

“No,"’ I said; ‘it is fast; it can’t drop.” 

Then he put the hatdown on the mantel 
and began to grope about a little and feel 
upon a book which the hat had rested upon. 

I tried to give him the impression ‘No, 
no, no, you're wrong; notin the book; in 
the hat, under, under, under, wrider.’’ 

He evidently got the idea ‘under,’ forhe 
removed the book and looked under it; and 
the next book, (for there was a pile ot 
eight or ten of them,) and he looked con- 
secutively under every book in the pile. 

I could not draw his attention back to the 
hat again and I could not make him look 
under it, 

I began to conclude that there must be 
something wrong. I picked up the hat as 
quietly as possible and felt in the lining. 
The pin was notthere. It had dropped out 
of the light satin stuff when he first ran his 
hand around the inside. We found it upon 
the floor. 

Thus I have shown how I led him on from 
suggestion to suggestion and how promptly 
he responded to every clear impression 
which Iformedin my mfhd. It was not a 
single test, but half adozen of them con- 
secutively. From the time he touched my 
hand first until we were bothin the other 
room and he was feeling forthe pin in the 
lining of the hat not more than three-quar- 
ters of a minute could have elapsed. I sub- 
mit thatI could not have~given him such 
clear and accurate directions from the 
mere involuntary twitching of the muscles 
in my handinthatlengthof time. When 
he felt in the lining of the hat inexactly the 
rightspot he was not holding my hand and 
had not touched it since my last mental 
suggestion. Thisseemed to me the most 
striking part of the demonstration. Alto- 
gether,I am satisfied that he read my 
thoughts. But he read them as a boy 
reads in his first reader—one word, one 
idea atatime. I made the page easy for 
him. 

A STREET TEST TOMORROW. 


Tomorrow morning Tyndall will un- 
dertake to perform the feat of finding 
some small object deposited in a re- 


mote part ofthe city. He will take his 
seat in a buggy blindfolded, his subject 
Sitting beside him and touching his 
hand, and willthus drive through the 
streets to the place where the object 
has been concealed. He expects to 
start from the Hollenbek Hotel, on this 
mission, about 11 o’clock.

On Tuesday last Judge Wade dis- 
missed the Porter-Wise case withont 
argument from defendant’s counsel, 
saying: “There is not a scintilla of 
evidence to substantiate the allegation 
made by the plaintiff:”” 

The testimony given by the plaintiff's 
witnesses, some of whom were the most 
prominent surgeons in Los Angeles, 
was so favorable tothe defendant that 
the plaintiff’s attorney found it ex- 
pedient to close the testimony rather 
hastily. 

The allegations made by the plaintiff 
were as follows: 

That there was not a complete frac- 
ture. 

That there was no separation of the 
fragments of the bone. 

That the wound was not dressed anti- 
septical ly. 

That the defendant was negligent and 
unskillful in his after treatment, and 
thathe made a contract to treat her 
for eight months. 

Now, in justice to the defendant, I 
would like to give the public the facts 
in the case. 

First—The defendant made no con- 
tract with plaintiff. He told her he 
could secure bony union of the fracture 
by wiring the patella. He said, how- 
ever, she might recover with a stiff 
joint, or complications might follow 
a would make amputation a neces- 
Sity. 

Second—Defendant did treat’ the 
wound under the strictest antiseptic 
principles. The resuit proved this, as 
the wound healed by first intention, 
there being no pus at any time, and no 
abnormal rise of bodily temperature to 
indicate the wound had absorbed pois- 
onous matter. 
_.Third—The fracture was complete 
dnd transverse, with a separation of 
the fragments by muscular action, by 
exudation, byyhemorrhage and by pro- 
lapsus of the structure between the 
bone and the integument to the extent 
of aninch and a quarter. Finally, the 
united testimony of the physicians 
showed that the results proved there 
had been no negligence or lack of skill 
onthe part of defendant, that bony 
union had. been secured by the most 
delicate operation, thus, instead of 


being a cripple for life, plaintiff
